SYLVIA 


If there’s one thing certain to drive the 
usually buoyant Sylvia into eye-rolling 
exasperation, it’s hearing her life 
described as a Cinderalla_ Story. 
Cinderella, Sylvia is quick to tell you, 
lucked out, whereas she’s had to plan 
and work for her happy endings. 

And there have been a lot of happy 
endings lately. Her two acclaimed RCA 
albums have each netted her a No. 1 
Country hit, Drifter and Nobody, with 
the latter also scoring high on the pop 
charts. She has been able to share the 
stage with some of the biggest names in 
the business, including Charley Pride, 
the Oak Ridge Boys and Barbara 
Mandrell. And during the 1982 fair 
season, she did an astounding 70 
concerts in 90 days, generally as the 
headliner. Not bad for a singer who 
never soloed in public until 1979. But not 
a fairy tale either. 

A better paralled for Sylvia's rise to 
country music stardom is that American 
school of _ self-improvement whose 
graduates range from Benjamin 
Franklin to Richard Simmons. Like 


them, Sylvia is a triumph of relentless 
determination. There’s nothing 
haphazard about my career, Sylvia 
asserts. / moved to Nashville to be a 
singer. Nobody's ever just ‘discovered. 

Sylvia had made a few forays into 
Nashville with her parents before 
moving there permanently in 1976, soon 
after graduation from her Kokomo, 
Indiana high school. She landed a part- 
time secretarial job with _producer/ 
publisher Tom Collins at just about the 
time he was beginning to work his 
wonders for Barbara Mandrell. A lot of 
Sylvia's approach to the music business, 
she acknowledges, came from watching 
Mandrell over-see the details of her own 
escalating career. She got to know 
Mandrell even better through a brief 
stint as one of her backup singers duing 
a Las Vegas engagement. 

As Sylvia was learning the business, 
she was also learning patience. Instead 
of exhausting herself trying to makeitas 
a local lounge singer, she methodically 
practiced her singing at home -- just as 
she had done since she was a child. 





Instead of squandering her dreams and 
energies in pursuit of stardom througha 
small record label, she elected to wait 
until she found an opening with a major. 
/ wasn't in a hurry to become a 
recording artist, she recalls. For a /ot of 
people, it’s now or never. but that’s too 
grim. If you're not having fun getting 
there, you're not going to have any fun 
when you do get there. 


While she was working on her singing, 
she was also turning her attention to 


- how she looked. / read books and 


magazines on makeup, and I'd go to the 
makeup clinics at the local department 


stores whenever | could. There's just so 


much you can do to improve your 
appearance if you take the time to /earn. 
Sylvia’s fashion-model good looks and 
composure recently earned the cover 
and a fashion spread in Nashville! 
Magazine and now national publications 
are inquiring about doing layouts on 
her. 

In 1979, through the help of Collins 
and other friends, Sylvia nailed down a

much less the audience. 


Clearly, though, the experience was 
more exhilirating then shattering, for 
Sylvia was soon traveling the draining 
small club circuit and relying on the 
often indifferent house bands for 


. backup. /t never failed, Sylvia says, a 


month before the date I'd mail them a 
cassette of my songs to practice on. But 
when I'd ‘get to the show they'd say, ‘We 


just got your tape yesterday.’ Like every 


other diligent self-improver, Sylvia 
turned these setbacks to her advantage. 
The worse the band was, the harder | 
had to work. | really learned from it. 

In 1981, Sylvia had her first No. 1 song, 
Drifter, from the RCA album of the same 
name. Then, in 1982, she abandoned the 
western motif of Drifter for the more 
eclectic album, Just Sylvia. |t's second 
single: release, Nobody, became her 
second No. 1. 

Long before Nobody crossed the 
country boundaries, it was apparent that 
Sylvia was developing a vocal style that 
embraced both the soulfulness of 
country music and the sophistication of 
pop --- the same as her idol Patsy Cline 
had done in the early 1960's. To Sylvia, 
the updated country sound is as natural 
as it is inevitable. / can't sing the same 
way Loretta does she explains: Our lives 
weren't alike and music is a direct 
reflection of how you grow up. That's 
why the music’s changed, the 
environment has changed. 


While Sylvia contends that a 


performer should retain at least some 
| small aura of mystery, she emphasizes 


that her asked-about name is not a part 


= of her mystery. RCA, she syas, simply 
did not think that her maiden name, 
Sylvia Kirby, was a good stage name. 


Nor did the company want to use her 
married name, Allen, since Deborah 
Allen was then working at RCA on the 


Jim Reeves duets. Having tow Allens 
around, they concluded, would only 


confuse things. Thus, all the parties 
involved settled on Sylvia. 

As befits a constant planner, Sylvia 
selects her own songs for her concerts 
and does her own choreography and 
costuming. She is adamant, though, that 
her shows not be carbon copies of each 
other -- that there be room left for 
spontaneity in each one. It’s sucha small 
thing to make each show a little 
different. And | really love the artistic 
freedom this allows me. 

Following the. example set by 

and many other country 
entertainers, Sylvia signs autographs 
after her show as long as there's a fan 
standing there with an album or a piece 
of paper outstretched. And she does it 
with visible enthusiasm, regardless of 
how taxing the concert has been. / don’t 
let people see me tired. They've got 
enough troubles of their own. 
Sylvia relaxes and smiles, saying she 
has the rapid whirl of events well in hand 
despite the newness of it all, The 
nervousness is dying down now to 
excitement. 

And there’s not a fairy godmother in 
sight. |

Bobby Doss grew up in his native East 
Texas listening to the Grand Ole Opry 
on a battery radio. His interest in music 
was nurtured during high school days 
where he participated in group singing 
and recitals. After graduating from high 
school, Bobby moved to Houston where 
he started sitting in and singing with | 
various groups. 

1953 found Bobby with a five piece 
‘group working the Houston nightclubs. 
At this time, rock-a-billy music was 
beginning to make inroads and Bobby 
was signed to acontract by Pappy Daily 
and had his first record, which was rock- 
a-billy, released on Starday Records. 

Bobby began working the Houston 
clubs five nights a week and was a 
regular on a Houston TV show. 

He also worked the Louisiana Hayride 
and toured with the Louisiana Hayride 
Roadshow in these days ... appearing 
with the top stars of country music ... 
back in the days, Bobby says, When 
singers had to struggle to make $200.00 
a night and keep the family fed. |It was 
during this time that Bobby met and 
became close friends with two Louisiana 
Hayride stars ... George Jones and Elvis 
Presley! 

In 1957, Bobby signed with Lynn 
Records and had one_ rock-a-billy 
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with Judd Records 


flavored release entitle Don’t Say 
Goodbye which was an_ overnight 
regional hit in Houston. 

Bobby decided to get out of the music 
busines in 1960, but when he moved 
back to his original roots of East Texas 
in 1977, a close friend persuaded him to 
throw his hat back in the ring and forma 
new group. Bobby now owns his own 
nightclub The Crestwood Club 
located on beautiful lake of the pines in 
Jefferson (East) Texas ... which Bobby 
describes as the best darn bar in Texas.

To begin to grasp the 
magnitude of Grady’s humor, you must 
know that the stories you hear him tell 
on Hee Haw, are never rehearsed and if 
technicai difficulties necessitate a 
second take, he simple told a second 
story! © 

Our dear friend and super star Marty 
Robbins, beloved Grand Ole Opry star 
was buried on December 11th, 1982ina 
Nashville cemetery, far from the Arizona 
desert where he was born and raised. 
Marty Robbins had major heart surgery 
the first part of December when it was 
discovered that he had a dangerously 
blocked artery. Three previous heart by- 
passes were corrected and a fourth was 
executed in the 8 hour operation. Since 
then, Marty’s condition had remained 
“extremely critical”, since the attending 
physicians at St. Thomas hospital had 
been unable to sustain him using his 
own heart's strength. Marty had also 
suffered two previous heart attacks a 
few. years back. With an incredible 43 
top-ten records over a 30 year span, 
Marty Robbins was the most consistent 
hit-maker in the history of country 
music. He became the most recent 
member of The Country Music Hall of 
Fame just 2 months ago. | am history, he. 
said that night. But in reference to his 
enduring, still bright, stardom, he 


added, / never wished for this because ~ 


what | really wanted | have still never 
won ... The Entertainer of the Year 
Award. In 1969 the singer / songwriter 
was awarded Man of the Decade honors 
from The Academy of Country Music in 
Los Angeles. In 1975 he was inducted 
into the Nashville Songwriters Hall of 
Fame. Marty was born Martin David 
Robinson, near Glendale, Arizona, 57 
years ago. Private funeral services were 
held with the Rev. W. C. Lankford. Metro 
Police Chaplain Herb McCoy preached 
_the gravesite services. Singers from the 
Foursquare Gospel Church, where 
Marty attended services, sang hymns 


and country music star Brenda Lee 


closed the service with a song. Marty 
Robbins is survived by his’ wife 
Marizona, one son Ronnie and a 
daughter, Janet. 

Nashville Stars have had their share of 
problems over the past few days and 
weeks. Our good friend Tammy Wynette 
collapsed in Akron, Ohio with stomach 
pains, however, we’re told she’s much 
better now and recouperating with her 
husband and manager George Ritchey 
in Hendersonville, Tn., but still 
continuing on her winter tour. George 
also was hospitalized briefly just a few 
weeks ago with chest pains, although we 
understand it was nota heart attack. The 
good news is Tammy is expecting her 
first grandchild from her daughter 
Jackie in March! The C.M.1|. wishes both 
a speedy recovery. 

We sympathize with our neighbor, 
Super Singer, Dolly Parton as some 
moran out there is causing her to cancel 
engagements and take a-_ forced 
vacation. Dolly will overcome this

_ Rumor has it that singer Jim Ed Brown 
has put his road band out to pasture! We 
don't know why, but will have more on 
Jim Ed later, as his plans are indefinite at 
this time.

George Burns is such 
an institution very few people would 
dare to criticize him, however, those die- 
hard country listeners will probably 
fume and the more mellow fans will 
listen and may even smile. Selections 
from Young At Heart range from Frog 
Kissen, What Ever Happened To 
Randolph Scott, and of course, Young 
At Heart. Certainly not great music, but 
age still imparts a degree of wisdom and 
considering that, these selections do 
deserve thought. | 

Grand Ole Opry star Ernest Tubb has 
returned to a light touring schedule 
since his hospital stay and bout with the 
flu and laryngitis, Ernest and his band 
The Texas Troubadours, have hit the 
road, but officials with the Atlas Artists 
Bureau indicate that in 1983, his road 
dates will be cut from over 200 
appearances to somewhere around 100. 

Thousands of valued record buyers 
share the view that they are not getting 
their money’s worth. Tired of waiting for 
the industry to self-correct ... the 
consumer is now finally demanding 
quality. Some of the problems of the 
music industry have been self-inflicted. 
For instance ... in the pressing process, 
there is a whole pot full of deficiencies. ... 
from noisy surfaces and poor dynamics 
to off-center holes, warping and 
improper labeling. The fact is, quality is 
no longer a luxury, it’s a necessity! 

One of our bigger and most 
prestigous booking agencies here in 
Nashville, International House of Talent 
and head honcho Billy “Crash” 
Craddock is now suing every body's 
favorite Alabama. Mr. Craddock feels 
that Alabama signed a three year 
contract with them back in 1981 and 
have not paid them their fair percentage. 
However, Alabama denies this, but Mr. 
Craddock wants the courts to award 
them 10% of Alabama’s gross concert 
sales since then. That’s Show-Biz. 

My Music Row impeachable source 


tells me that The Ole Possum George 


Jones -is very definitely sober and 
making all of his concert dates. She also 
tells me that he, in fact, has never looked 
better nor put on a better show than he 
does today! There is also a rumor in the 
wind that George and his good buddy 
Merle Haggard will be doing a spring 
tour together. 

Kenny Rogers has beefed up his 
security so much that his army of guards 
now cost him astaggering $600,000.00a 
year ... the super singer acted after an 
intruder was spotted trying to make off 
with one of his prize $200,000.00 
Arabian horses at his 14 million dollar 
Georgia farm. 

Super singer himself holds perhaps 
the most lucrative recording contract 
ever signed in the music business, was 
one of five artists who sold more than 5 
million records last year. Rogers tops 
the list of the music industry’s elite, 
followed by Reo Speedwagon, ACDC, 
Styx, Neil Diamond and Journey. 

. Warner Brothers Records is lowering 
the price of top-quality music products 
by $2.00 at the beginning of 1983. This is 
surely the most significant effort yet to 
combat the growing consumer outcry 
against the pricing of pre-recorded 
music. The big difference is that records 
by superstars and big sellers are also 
subject to the price reduction ... this 
seems to be a genuine effort by Warner 
Brothers to offer good products to the 
public at a lower cost and not just an 
idea to sell products off the shelf that 
wouldn't sell anyway.

Barry showcased his talents over at the 
town’s hottest new night spot The Track

Mt. Juliet’s own Charlie Daniels does 
not consider himself a rocker, nor does 
he consider himself strictly “country” 
either. Despite his southern roots, folksy 
attitude and down-home drawl. It’s just 
CDB Music is Charlie’s way of defining 
the frequently wild, often startling and 
always unusual sounds conjured up by 
him and his band. Charlie Daniels music 
doesn’t particularly appeal to the 
intellectual community. The reason that 
it doesn't, is that Charlie doesn’t want it 
to. He doesn't fans, himself a part of the 
intellectual comm unity. Charlie Daniels 
came from laboring people, farming 
stock, people ..ho make a living with 
their hands, who get up before daylight 
and work until dark. Charlie tell us he’s 
proud of his heritage and those are the 
people I’m doing my music for. 

The Wild Man of Alabama Jerry Reed, 
well known for his love of fishing, 
reportedly once turned down an 
audition for a leading role in a major 
motion picture with Burt Reynolds 
because he would have had to cancel a 
leisure afternoon of boats and fishing! 

It is now official ... long time mainstay 
at RCA Records, Chet Atkins has signed 
with CBS as a Columbia act. After 
decades in the business, Chet says his 
new association with Columbia feels like 
“the beginning of his career..” Chet 
never liked being an executive, it was 
stressful because he couldn't say “no” to 
songwriters or to artists who wanted to 
record for him. Now Chet's behind the 
mike again and will happily begin to 
work on his own career. 

It is also official that Elvis Presley’s 
birthday, January 8th, will forever be 
known as Elvis Presley Memorial Day. 
Don’t Be Cruel pleaded one lawmaker as 
the New York State Senate spent nearly 
an hour deciding whether to adopt a 
resolution honoring the late Elvis 
Presley. One lawmaker declared it 
would honor Presley for his contribution 
to the field of music. However, another 
lawmaker protested that half a 
generation is tone deaf because of what 
Presley did on stage and in the 
recording studio! The measure finally 
passed with a 37 to 17 vote.

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‘LEE GREENWOOD 
Man of the Hour 





LEE is the “man of the hour”. Heis one 
of “the hottest acts” in the country field 
today. He is in demand by promoters all 
over the country, including those who 
promote three of the most established 
and biggest acts in the industry. Lee has 
been booked to work concerts with 
Alabama, Loretta Lynn and Conway 
Twitty. The phone in his manager's 
(Larry Lee McFaden) office never stops 
ringing. Agents, promoters, press, 
television etc. are constantly calling in 
their requests for appearances of Lee 
and interviews. Larry has some tough 
business decisions to make these days 
as they are not only business decisions 
but “career moves” for his artist. They 
must be studied and every angle 
weighed. 

What caused all this was the “hit of the 
decade” although it never made number 
one on the trade charts. The reason for 
this will never be known except the label 
(MCA) was caught off guard and wasn't 
prepared for the first release on Lee 


Greenwood to be a hit. They had other. 


acts who had priority at the time. The 
song, as most of you know, was /t Turns 
Me Inside Out. \t set a record for the 
number of weeks it stayed on the trade 
charts and not make the coveted 
number one spot. .That’s what Lee 
Greenwood is all about, setting records. 
His appearances are sellouts and he 
absolutely “wipes out” the audiences 
with his fantastic showmanship and 
singing ability. 

Lee is the son of half-Cherokee 
parents who split up when he was just a 
year old. He was raised by his 
grandparents on a chicken farm near 
Sacramento. There he acquired e love of 
the outdoors and of athletics that has 
stayed with him to this day. The other 
gift of his rural, agricultural upbringing 
was his love of music. 

He grew up with the country music of 
central California, but his first musical 
instrument was the alto saxophone, 
which he began playing at the age of 
nine. Lee began making music 
professionally even before he was a 
teenager by playing in a Sacramento 
dance band called My Moonbeams. He 
worked with Capitol Records 


country/gospel star, Chester Smith who . 


was extremely popular in the 
Modesto/Fresno area, and who had his 
own local television program which Lee 
appeared on at the age of 15. Following 
that, Del Reeves hired the young sax 
player and taught Lee stage presence 
and country band showmanship. 

- Music consumed him. In addition to 
the piano and sax, he also learned to 
play guitar, tenor and alto sax and bass. 
He performed in everything from a 
symphony orchestra to a drum-and- 
bugle corps. / left home early because 
show business was in my blood by then, 
Lee comments about his teenage entry 
into professional musicianship. 

Then, as now, Las Vegas was an 
entertainment mecca; so Lee took his 
Sacramento band Apollo there in 1962 
to break into big time show business. 
The first thing | found out about Las 
Vegas was that you couldn't play much 
country music there, say Lee. During the 
next 20 years in Las Vegas, Lake Tahoe 
and Reno my whole image changed. 

Several changes took place in Lee's 


life during his 20 years in Vegas 
including the band changing names, a 
major record label (Paramount) with a 
label that soon folded and numerous 
odd jobs. Some of them included music 
arranger, band leader, show tune writer, 
backup singer, piano-bar performer as 
well as card dealer in a casino. Lee soon 
reached a point in his life where he had 
to decide what to do with the rest of his 
life. / never really gave up music. | was 
singing all along, recalls Lee. | was 
doing two jobs, | knew | had to give one 
of them up; it was too exhausting. And! 
knew that if | gave up singing at that 
point in my life,.| would never come back 
to it. Finally, | said to myself, ‘You've 
gotta go for it this time,’ Lee remembers. 
I’m asurvivor and I didn't want to lose my 
identity keeping the pace | did, so! gave 
up dealing cards totally and made a total 
commitment to singing. 

Lee once again reached back to his first 
love - country music. Las Vegas had 
changed his style and-his outlook, but it 
hadn't changed his soul. He was still a 
country farm boy deep inside. 

Lee has made it as a songwriter. Mel 
Tillis has recorded Lee’s Where In 
Heaven On Earth on his duet album with 
Nancy Sinatra. Kenny Rogers has Lee’s 
A Love Song on his new LP; and Brenda 
Lee has recorded the new star's You 
Can't Gall in Love When You’re Crying. 

His distinctive voice can now be heard 
singing for McDonald's, Nestle’s 
Crunch, and Darryl’s Restaurants on ad 
jingles. In the past few months he has 
appeared on Hee Haw, Nashville Alive, 
Nashville On The Road, Alabama and 
Friends, (a special) The Academy of 
Country Music Awards Show, That 
Nashville Music, National Arthritis 
Telethon, Country Music Association’s 
Annual Awards Show, and the CMA 
Talent Buyers Seminar in Nashville. 

Lee has had three major hit singles 
including it Turns Me Inside Out, Ring 
On Her Finger, Time On Her Hand, and 
She’s Lying, from his debut LP Inside 
Out. He has a new album on the way. 
Greenwood is the hottest, most talked- 
about newcomer in country music. His 
rise to prominence may have been 
inevitable, and his arrival as a new 
country act may have been sudden, but 
don't think for a minute that Lee 
Greenwood hasn't paid his dues. He isa 
saga of hard work, determination and 
struggle over an ocean of musical 
experience that has only recently 
brought him within sight of stardom. 

On stage, he is a ball of fire, one of the 
most dynamic and versatile performers 
in the business. The rare combination of 
his talents make him an enigma. / try to » 
show them my whole life in 60 minutes, 
Lee says simply. /t's all the music of my 
experience. | start with five or six solid 
country things and show them growth 


| from there. | try to do everything from 


contemporary ballads to rock to Born to 
Lose. We even do a little banjo pickin’. 

Like the various music styles he has 
mastered, Lee Greenwood's life is a guilt 
of experience and influences. He has 
climbed from a tiny chicken ranch to a 
stylish Music Row Office. He has done it 
with hard work and raw talent. Listen 
closely when you hear him sing; for the 
silvery voice of Lee Greenwood is going 
to turn vinyl into gold.

Eighteen years have passed since 
Charley Pride sang with Red Sovine and 
Red Foley on the stage of The Helena 
Montana Civic Center. In fact, the story 
is almost legend: Charley, playing semi- 
pro ball by day and country music by 
night, caught the ears of Sovine and 
Foley with his version of Lovesick Blues, 
and they suggested he audition in 
Nashville. A recording session was 
arranged, and Chet Atkins brought the 
resulting demo tape to a meeting of top 
RCA A &R men. Charley was signed to 
the label in 1965 and cut.his first single, 
Snakes Crawl At Night, which became 
the first of many hits. Years later, Chet 
cited Pride’s signing as the most socially 
significant one he made during his long 
tenure at the helm of RCA-Nashville. 

Since then, 16 years, 38 albums and 50 
singles (14 of which were consecutive 
No. 1’s) have passed through the course 
of time, Charley established himself asa 
country music trend setter in the 60's, a 
stage and television entertainer in the 
70's, and one of country music's best 
known international stars of the 80's. 

His list of credentials is not only a 
reflection of his talent, but a testament of 
respect from his peers and fans: 

--Out of 37 albums in his catalogue, 12 
are gold. 

--He’s had a steady stream of chart- 
topping hits, including the million- 
seller, Kiss An Angel Good Morning. 


--Charley has been nominated for 18 


Country Music Association Awards, 
including six for prestigious Entertainer 
of the Year (which he won in 1971); five 
for Best Male Vocalist (winning in both 
1971 and 1972): three for Best Single of 


the Year and four for Best Album. 

--He has won Grammys for Best 
Country Performance, Male for the 
album Songs of Love; and Best Sacred 
Performance for the album Did You 
Think to Pray and _ gathered five 
additional nominations in several other 
catagories. 

--Billboard has named him Top 
Country Male Vocalist for both albums 
and singles. 

--Cash Box has named him top male 
vocalist of the decade for the 70’s. 

As one journalist aptly put it, /f ever 
there was a voice meant to sing country 
music, it was Charley Pride’s. Pride is in 
the elite company of Jimmy Rogers and 
Hank Williams as an original, a pioneer, 
oft-imitated, but never equalled. 

Although such impressive accomp- 
lisments and accolades highlight his 
past, Charley has no intention of 
slowing his pace. He has joined a 
growing number of country music stars 
whose music is now being heard beyond 
the traditional country audience, and 
the demand for tour dates and television 
appearances has increased with his 
popularity. 

As a stage performer, he is one of the 
hottest tickets in country music, 
drawing sell-out houses in the States 
and internationally in England, Ireland, 
Scotland, Canada, Australia, New 
Zealand and Japan. His face has 
become familiar on the TV talk show 
circuit -- The. Tonight Show, Merv 
Griffin, John Davidson and Mike 
Douglas -- and Charley appears often on 
major network variety and award shows. 

Charley like to downplay his 


importance in the music world, but his 
low-key, straight-forward style speaks 
for itself. He has not only established 
himself as an industry leader, but has 
been instrumental in the careers of 
country artists Dave & Sugar, Ronnie 
Milsap, Gary Stewart, Johnny Duncan, 
Johnny Russell and newcomers that 
include Janie Frickie and Sylvia. 
Charley has lived with fame and 
success for many years now, but his 
philosophy has_ remained basically 
consistent. Even through |! appreciate 
the fame and adoration, | remember 


once | used to pick cotton, and | felt like 


even then | was somebody, he says. | 
have the same feet, hands and heart like 
everyone else. I’m just blessed with a 
good voice. 

Such an attitude is, most likely, the 
result of humble beginnings. Charley 
was one of 11 children born to the family 
in Sledge, Mississippi --- asmall town 60 
miles south of Memphis. He earned his 
living picking cotton (for $3.00 Per 100 
pounds) alongside his brothers and 
sisters until he was 17 years old. At that 
time Charley made a bid for what, as a 
child, had been his first love --- baseball. 

He played in the Negro American 
League with Detroit and the Memphis 
Red Sox until entering the military 
during the late 50’s. Returning to 
baseball, he made it to the Major league 
for a brief period in 1961, playing 
outfield and pitching for the Los Angeles 
Angels. Although the career in baseball 
never fully materialized, his dreams of 
playing have never died. Charley goes to 
spring training with the Texas Rangers 
every year. 





Attracted 
baseball, at an early age, Charley 
learned the songs he heard on his 
family’s radio, which was usually tuned 


to. music, along with 


to WSM Radio in Nashville. His 
attraction to country music grew 
stronger with age, and he eventually 
purchased a Sear’s Silvertone guitar and 
started singing along. 

Charley like to explain it this way: / 
was blessed with five senses same as 
anybody else, and |.heard music on the 
radio, broadcast from the Grand Ole 
Opry, that appealed to my ears. | wasn’t 
going to deny myself the enjoyment of 
that music just because of my 
environment, because people might ask, 
‘Why are you singing THEIR songs?’ 
After all, | didn’t make society, | was born 
into it. 

Hot on the heels of his chart-topping 
tribute to the legacy of Hank Williams 
comes his latest LP, Roll On Mississippi. 
Recorded in Nashville with Jerry 
Bradley’s production assistance. Roll 
On Mississippi features tunes from 
some old friends like Ben Peters (who 
wrote Kiss An Angel...) Kent Robbins 
(When I Stop Leavin’) and Kyle Fleming 
& Dennis Morgan (Missin’ You as well as 
the title track Roll On Mississippi). Pride 
and Bradley are also trying out new 
talents Danny Hutchins, Danny Dunn 
and Dick Root, who all happen to be part 
of the Charley Pride Show on the road. 

It's been a long road from the Helena 


~ Civic Center to Dallas, where Charley 


now makes his home with his wife, 
Rozene, and their three children. But if 
any singer could ever capture in song 
what that 18 year “trip” has been like, it’s 
Charley Pride.

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Like a carefully-tended fertile garden, 
country music renews itself each season 
with strong, progressive young talents 
who produce abundantly and add to its 
rich legacy. It is the age-old process ofa 
timeless art form. No one in recent 
memory, however, has roots that reach 
as deep and aspirations that reach as 
high as those of Ricky Skaggs. He will 
bloom as an artist as surely as the sun 
will shine this summer. 

The son of a construction welder and 
country musician, Skaggs was born July 
18, 1954 and raised along Brushy Creek 
at Cordell, Kentucky. His was a raw, 
pure, musical, old-fashioned, mountain 
upbringing; the kind that produced 
Loretta Lynn, The Osborne Brothers, 
and Tom fT. Hall from Eastern 
Kentucky’s same hills. Both parents 
were local musicians. He learned to sing 
from his mother, and learned to play 


from his father, who started him on 


mandolin at age five. 


Ricky initially performed as a Child’ 


’ 


prodigy, appearing on Flatt & Scruggs 
Nashville television show as early as age 
seven. The Stanley Brothers, Carter and 
Ralph, made a local appearance the 
Skaggs family attended, and young 
Ricky was moved to his soul; all the 
urgency, intensity, and powr of the 
Stanley’s music burned into the boy and 


he was never the same again. For their 
part, the bluegrass legend recognized 
the younster’s potential brilliance and 
strongly encouraged him. 

After Carter Stanley’s untimely death, 
Ralph hired Ricky Skaggs for his band. 
At the age of fifteen Skaggs thus 
received his fiery baptism into 
professional country music. The life of a 
bluegrass musician is not an easy one, 
but the years with Stanley steeped 
Skaggs in the beauty of traditionalism. 
The unparalleded emotion of Stanley 
music reflected and reinforced Skaggs’ 
own mountain heritage. 


The exhausting work, low pay, 
endless traveling, constant struggling, 
and hardship of the bluegrass life took 
their toll on the teenager, however. He 
quit the music business and moved to 
the Washington, D.C. area. Fortunately, 
the music business didn’t quit him, 
though, and he was shortly recruited by 
The Country Gentlemen. More than any 
other, this group was responsible for the 
Newgrass Movement that so 
dramatically expanded bluegrass 
music’s boundaries. And asa member of 
such a unit, Skaggs soon came to know 
admiring musicians from a wide variety 
of backgrounds: Lowell George, Linda 
Ronstadt, Rodney Crowell, Paul Craft, 


and most significantly Emmylou Harris. 
The stimulation convinced him to make 
music his life. 

J.D. Crowe & The New South’s. blend 
of country styles attracted him next. 
Following that, he formed Boone Creek. 
By this time, he was already a veteran of 
six albums, including two as a duo with 
Keith Whitley. By the age of twenty-five 
he was widely known as a “musician’s 
musician” for his broad experience and 
mutli-instrumental abilities. 

When Emmylou Harris asked him to 
join her Hot Band in late 1977, he was 
ready. One of the first things he worked 
on upon arriving in Los Angeles was the 
famed Dolly Parton / Linda Ronstadt / 
Emmylou Harris trio album. With 
Emmylou’s enthusiastic support, Ricky 
Skaggs began to really spread the shing 
wings of-his music and take flight. She 
relied heavily on his musical feelings 
and knowledge; andin return taught him 


‘to ‘express his music in a solidly 


commercial setting. 

Their masterpiece together was Roses 
In The Snow, an album that clearly 
demonstrated Skaggs’ ideas and 
influence. It was made during a period of 
intense creativity for him. For the North 
Carolina label Sugar Hill he released a 
solo LP, produced or engineered several 
albums for other acts, and made an 
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acoustic old-time duet record with Tony 
Rice. He also appeared on television, 
toured the country several times, and 
continued to record with Emmylou and 
her illustrious friends. His silver voice 
and astounding instrumental abilities 
became known to millions. 


Ricky Skaggs’ heartfelt tenor now 
makes its debut on Epic Records. For 
the first time his achingly pure singing is 
combined with the wide spectrum of his 
musical styles. Waiting’ For The Sun To 
Shine contains Skaggs’ roots (The 
Stanley Brothers’ If That’s The Way You 
Feel), but also shows his new branches 
and fruits. There’s rockabilly (Don’t Get 
Above Your Raising), swing (Low and 
Lonely), honky-tonk (/ Don’t Care), 
folk/pop (Sonny Throckmorton’s 
Waiting For The Sun To Shine), and lots 
of contemporary country blossoms. The 
songs range from old chestnuts (Old 
Love Letters) to brand new sprouts (You 
May See Me Walking from newcomer 
Tom Orr). In short, it’s the work of a 
confident and seasoned performer. 

The warm rich soil of country music 
will soon give us a harvest of great 
melody from this man. His seeds have 
now been planted. Watch Ricky Skaggs 
grow. 
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On Wednesday night, December 8, 1982, Marty 
Robbins died. The world not only lost a great 
entertainer, but also a beautiful person 


Marty was so easy to love. He devoted most of 
his life io making others happy, never forgetting 
those people who helped him reach the top. 
When approached for an autograph, Marty 
wouldn't run and hide like so many others. His 
fans were his friends, and Marty thought so much 
of them. And those fans thought so much of 
Marty, which was evident by the many awards he 
won at the annual Music City News Awards 
Show, the fan-voted awards given out during Fan 
Fair. 


The professional musical career of Marty 
Robbins started in 1952, when he signed his first 
contract with Columbia Records. He left that 
company only once during his 30-year career, 
when he signed with MCA-Decca for a short 
period of time in the early 70’s. This past year he 
had two chart singles (“Some Memories Just 
Won't Die” and “Tle Your Dream to Mine”), and 
one chart album (COME BACK TO ME) on the 
Columbia label. His latest single, “Honky Tonk 
Man” on the Warner/Viva label, the title track 
from the Clint Eastwood movie, is currently on 
Billboard’s country top 20 chart. 


Marty made many achievements during his 
lifetime. He has won countless awards, including 
the Academy of Country Music’s “Man Of The 
Decade” in 1970, two Grammy awards, several 
Billboard and Cashbox awards, and various 
others. He became a member of the Grand Ole 
Opry January 19, 1953; the Songwriter’s Hall of 
Fame on October 12, 1975; and on October 11, 
1982 he was inducted into the Country Music Hall 
of Fame. “Some Memories Just Won't Die,” 
written by Bobby. Springfield and recorded by 
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Marty in 1982, was one of the top 10 finishers in 
the January, 1983 Music City News Top Country 
Hits Of The Year Awards. 


Marty not only loved music, but he also loved 
the fast-paced world of stock car racing. He had 
been racing since 1959, starting with the micro- 
midgets in Nashville, and later the Grand 
National races. He was a good enough driver to 
compete with and be respected by the NASCAR 
greats he admired so much. This past year, he ran 
his new #22 car in Daytona and Atlanta. 


“Racing is relaxing to me,” he once said. “l 
don’t consider myself a very good driver, but | 
have a lot of fun doing it. It makes me happy.” 


But amongst all the races, the fans, the records 
and awards, he always found time for his family. 
He was a loving husband, being married to the 
same woman for over 30 years, which is rare 
among the entertainment industry, and the father 
of a son and daughter. He often showed his love 
for his family in the songs he wrote and sang. The 
Grammy Award winner “My Woman, My Woman, 
My Wife” was written for Marty’s wife, Marizona. 


We should all be thankful that his wonderful 
family cared enough to share him with those fans 
Marty loved so much. 


We'll miss our friend, Marty Robbins; we'll miss 
the smiles and the laughter, all the hours traveled 
to see his shows, those endless nights staying up 
listening to him on Chuck Morgan's radio show, 
and so many other things he did. 


But we'll always have his music, and the 
beautiful memories he left with us—memories 
that will stay with us forever.

RONNY 
ROBBINS 








Sometimes, when you're the son of a 
legondary singer, fame comes easy. Other times, 
you must try extra hard to break away from that 
‘like father, like son” image. Ronny Robbins falls 
into the latter category. 


Ronny, the son of that musical legend Marty 
Robbins, has been a part of the music business 
since he was 15 years old. Since then he’s had 
two albums, the latest one released on the 
Thunder label (“Reach For All You Can Get’), 
and quite a few singles on the MCA label. Two of 
his records made it to the Billboard Top 100 
country singles charts. He has written songs that 
have been recorded by other artists, including 
father Marty, and Rex Allen, Jr. 


Since the start of his career, Ronny has made 


many television appearances. His most recent 


shows include “Nashville Alive’ for Atlanta’s 
WTBS, and the Music City News Top Country 
Hits of the Year show, which was aired all over the 
country. Last year he was shown on “PM 
Magazine,” participating in one of his favorite 
sports - power boat racing. He also has plans to 
do an upcoming segment of Nashville's “Channel 
4 Magazine” (formerly the “Noon Show”) on 
WSMV-TV. 


Through the years Ronny has gained quite a 
large following of fans. His fan club, headed by 
Nancy VanPutte, is growing larger every month, 
and that’s not just because he’s Marty’s son. Even 
though he will be touring with the original Marty 
Robbins Band this year, filling some of. his 
father’s concert dates, he still has a style all his 
own. He gained his own fans in his own way, and 
you can’t help but respect a person like that. 

It may be hard for a while, but Ronny has a 
good chance of becoming the next country 
music superstar, and he deserves it. He has 
worked hard for it. 

Let’s all hope we'll hear a lot more of Ronny 
Robbins in the future. He has the talent to make it 
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“Willie was like working with your favorite 
shoe... comfortable, durable, and special.

musical influences he has assimilated in his 
lifetime to contemporary audiences in a 
manner that is vital and exciting, yet fiercely 
authentic. | 

And for his efforts, American has taken 
Willie Nelson to its heart. Once a Nashville 
renegade, later, a favorite son of Texas; his 
popularity has now elevated him toastature 
approaching that of a contemporary 
national folk hero. His countenance is 
becoming as familiar to many as the Indian 
on the old Buffalo nickel. 

lronically, the fundamentals of Nelson’s 
music have actually changed very little 
since his rather desperate, formative years 
in the early 1950's, when he began ekeing 
out a living in the rough and tumble clubs 
around Ft. Worth, Texas. The only 
difference is that today, instead of falling on 
the indifferent ears of Saturday night 
drunks, his music is being heard by millions. 
Many of Nelson’s recent albums have 
surpassed the platinum (million copies 
sold) status. At his personal appearances, 
he now draws sell-out crowds to huge 
arenas around the country; transforms staid 
Las Vegas, Lake Tahoe, and Reno 
showrooms into roaring Lone Star Pickin’ 
Parlors, and his former, annual Fourth of 
July Picnic - which has been held in various 
parts of Texas in past years - has drawn as 
many as 100,000 people. | 

In the past few years, Willie’s visibility has 
been further enhanced as he has graced the 
covers of dozens of national magazines, 
including Newsweek, People, and Rolling 
Stone. He has also ventured into the even 
more visible medium of film. Early in 1980, 
he appeared in his first major feature film, 
The Electric Horseman, a Columbia 
Pictures’ box-office smash that starred 
Robert Redford and Jane Fonda. (Willie was 
also heard throughout the film’s musical 
soundtrack, which contained his number 
one single, My Heros Have Always Been 
Cowboys.) Willie’s next film, the Warner 
Brothers’ release, Honeysuckle Rose, which 
featured him in his first starring role, was 
released in July of 1980. The film’s executive 
-producer, Sydney Pollack, also directed 
Willie in The Electric Horseman. 
Honeysuckle Rose, co-starring Dyan 
Cannon, Amy Irving-and Slim Pickens, was 
directed by Jerry Schatzberg, whose earlier 


The fame and recognition that Willie 
enjoys today has not come easy for the 49 
year old, thrice married father of five and 
grandfather of four. And there have been 
many long years of bitterness and 
frustration when he did not wear the mature 
glow of success like he does now. 

Willie recalls that when he had his first 
taste of songwriting success ‘in the early 
60's, and the money began rolling in for the 
first time, it was actually somewhat 
disorienting, and somehow seemed to 
aggravate the emotional conflicts he was 
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facing in his personal life. “It wasn’t worth | 


anything because of what | was going 
through emotionally,” he recalled to Susan 
Toepfer for the New York Daily News 
Sunday Magazine. “So | started throwing it 
away with both hands. When Hello Wall hit, | 
was playing bass with Ray Price, making $30 
a day, and | began flying to all the dates, 


renting penthouses and suites, and buying & 
everybody dinner. It didn’t take me long to; 


go through the first royalty check.” 


Summing up his perennial commitmentto. 


his music and his rise to popularity, Willie 
adds simply, “I haven’t changed. I'm doing 
basically the same thing musically I've been 
doing all along. Our music is good, and | 
think it just took a long time for anyone to 
hear it. And the people who hear it, they like 
it, and want to come be a part of it.”

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At 4 feet, 9 inches, Brenda Lee is one of 
the tiniest music stars you'll ever see, but 
she’s still growing. 

After about 25 years as an internationally 
successful singer, Brenda finds her career is 
entering new phases, in step with the growth 
of country music, and in line with her 
concerted effort to keep her sound and 
image as up-to-date as possible. 

Brenda hit the national music scene at age 
11 in 1956, and soon stormed the charts with 
such hits as!’m Sorry, All Alone Am I, and As 
Usual. Known in the early stage of her 


career as Little Miss Dynamite for her 


throaty, emotion-filled voice, Brenda went 
on to sell millions of records world-wide 
through the 1960’s. 

As Robert Oermann put it in the Nashville 
Gazette: “They ought to erect a monument 
to her on Music Row, because it was Brenda 
Lee who brought national attention to 
Nashville as a pop recording center in the 
early 1960’s.

As one writer has said of Barbara 
Mandrell, “the lady is a champ.” She has 
parlayed her talent, determination, and 
good looks into a winning combination. She 
has crossed musical styles and bridged 
entertainment mediums to establish herself 
as a leader in the field of contemporary 
entertainment. 

Barbara has had bestowed on her virtually 
every honor and award granted to country 
music performers, including, the 1980 
Entertainer of the Year Award from the 
Country Music Association and the 1981 
Entertainer of the Year Award from the 
Academy of Country Music. Also in 1981, 
Barbara received the Music City News 
Musician of the Year and Female Artist of 
the Year Awards. In 1979, she was voted 
Female Vocalist of the Year by the Academy 
of Country Music, Music City News, The 
Country Music Association and Radio & 
Records. She received the Female 
Entertainer of the Year and Female Vocalist 
of Country Singles from Cashbox Magazine 
in 1979. Also, in 1979, her recording of 
Sleeping Single in a Double Bed was voted 
Single of the Year by both Cashbox and the 
American Music Awards. 

In. a fashion similar to her musical 
success, Barbara has won over the world of 
television as well. She was a guest on, 
among others, The Mike Douglas Show 
(which she co-hosted), The Merv Griffin 
Show, The Tonight Show, and the Grammy 
Awards presentations. Her highest 
achievement in television has been her own 
successful series Barbara Mandrell and the 
Mandrell Sisters for NBC. Itis a revival of the 
family-oriented variety show format that has 
been absent from television for some time. 
The series was voted the Best Country 
Music TV Program of 1981 by the Music City 
News’ readers poll and the three Mandrell 
sisters Barbara, Louise and Irlene were 
awarded Best Comedy Act of the Year. 
Because family is a big part of Barbara's life, 
it’s no surprise the show has been a success. 

Barbara was born in Houston. Her 
mother, Mary, began teaching Barbara the 
accordian before she could read. Her father, 
Irby, sang and played guitar. Her family 
moved to Oceanside, Ca., while Barbara 
was still a youngster, where her father 
bought a music store. By the time Barbara 
had reached her teens she had learned to 
_ play steel guitar, saxophone, banjo, and 
bass guitar. She made her television debut, 
at age 11, on a live local show called Town 
Hail Party and appeared, at age 12, on ABC's 
Five Star Jubilee. Her father eventually 
formed a family musical group, “The 


Mandrells”, with Barbara, her mother and 
father and two young men on guitar and 
drums.

In 1965, she married that drummer, Ken 
Dudney, temporarily gave up her musical 
aspirations, and became a serviceman’s 
wife. Ken was overseas in the Navy when 
she moved with her family to Nashville. 
During a subsequent visit to the Grand Ole 
Opry she felt the tug of the footlight once 
again. Halfway through the show Barbara 
turned to her father and said, “Daddy, if 
you'll manage me, I'd like to try to get onthe 
other side of the microphone again. | wasn’t 
cut out to be in the audience.” 

In short order, Barbara began performing 
in Nashville, caught the ear of producer Billy 
Sherrill, and was signed to CBS records. 
She signed with MCA (then ABC records) in 
1975 and began working with producer Tom 
Collins. Collins’ sophisticated production 


techniques and Barbara’s mature and 


eclectic approach to music proved to be a 
supremely winning combination. The 
display of her wide-ranging abilities, from 
the country Sleeping Single ina Double Bed 
to the out and out R & B of If Loving You is 
Wrong (/ Don’t Want To Be Right), brought 
her new fans from unlikely places. “People 
come up to me all the time who say they 
didn’t like country music until they heard

me,” says Barbara. She has also received 


airplay on black radio stations in New York, 
Chicago, and Los Angeles. That, in itself, is 
a tribute to her ability to communicate 
through different musical genres. 

But for all her success, Barbara retains a 
good perspective on how it has been 
accomplished and she is quick to credit the 
members of what she calls her “personal 


team”. 


“| think my father does an excellent job as 
manager. My agent, Dick Blake>is a master 
at promotion. And my producer, Tom 
Collins, is as innovative and creative as any 
I’ve ever Known. When people enjoy what | 
do, they are enjoying the work of all these 
people.” Barbara also feels professional 
responsibility, ultimately, to her fans. “| play 
for the people. They’re the ones paying to 
hear you. | have always tried to be an 
entertainer as well as a musician and as well 
as a singer — it is just as important.” 

With all of her success, Barbara still has 
hopes and goals for more. She would like to 
become involved in acting and broaden her 
career in general as an entertainer. “I’m 
watching our business grow and, hopefully, 
I'm a little part of what’s making it grow.”
